BULBS: — The trade demands earliest possible shipment. Liliuin longifloram we commence shipping 
from early j^art of August and other lily bulbs from September but the best time of shipping 
is from October to December or can be safely shipped up to middle of March. 

PLANTS.- -The best time of shipping will be from October or can be sent up to February and in 
some instances spring shipping in desirable. 

SEEDS: — will be ready from December to January. Large quantity may be shipped as ordinary goods 
or per parcel post but small lot will better be send per sample post as soon as one kind ready. 
Postage 10 cents per pound for any postal union country. We pay utmost care in the selection 
of our seeds and they are best proeurale but we shall not be responsible as to productiveness. 

SEEDS ORDER for large quantities should be send in as early as possible even a provisional order 
so as to make the necessary preparation for gethering early in season. 

ATTENTION called for those living in the southern hemisphere to send their orders in advance and 
leave us to ship at the best time from Japan as very often orders reach us in wrong season 
and are obliged to hold over till next season. 

COMPLAINTS are heard why we do not send the whole of an order in one lot instead of instalments 
but the dormancy of plants and nature of stock require shipping at different time accordingly 
in order to ensure safety in transit and very often we can not wait until others get ready.

Simplest of the improvement is merely by drying fruits in the place where there is free change 
of air after taking skin of fruits. The other method is more complex. After collecting the 
fruits in proper time say in the beginning of November choose the largest and best fruits and 
pack in a tub moistened previously with Sake (Rice-beer) or any other similar spirits in close 
and regular rows, keeping thus 15 days in it, this destroys the astringency. The tub must be 
hermetically closed and never allow the air during the named days. If the temperature is warm 
they ripe earlier, if cool later. The best and most simple for this purpose is to use a Sake - tub 
after the liquor has been emptied out.
